It will shortly appenr that 
this is by no means tbo motit Bcrious 
. blunder in locatinpf the line of road. 
In all former works of the kind it br b 
boon the habit of the Lfind.s and Works 
Depavtmout, in addition to the other 
safo^uards usually impoRed, to bold 
back for a montli or two after accejjt- 
nuco of tho work a certain pGrc(>utagc 
of tho contract price f5o as to insure by 
practical tost the stability of tho worlc. 
This most important condition in trunk 
road making has, for some unexplain- 

1 ed reason, been eliminated from tbo 
contracts for tho road in question, and 
the sequel will show with what fatal 
consequences to the country. In the 
matteir.'of supefvisionf too, there has 
been 'a departure from the usual cus- 
tom, and, as we venture to think, not 
■for the better. The road was divided 
• ijinto five sections or parts; and, in- 

■ • etfead of having the whole line under 

the supervision of an experienced, ef- 
ficient and comparatively independent 
engineer, each section was entrusted 
to au overseer or inspector who was 
supreme within bis own "boat," It 
jnust be unnecessary to point out to 
the reader the natural and inevitable 
consequences of such an arrangement. 
Now for some of the results, asalready 
developed : In the section for which Mr. 
Armstrong (brother to tho Minister of 
Fiuanc6)con traded, tho heavy work 
' • -• round CbeamBluff has completely given 
way,loaving the road wholly impassable 
•. This, extends over several hundred feet 
1 ■ of lexpensive work. In the same sec- 
tion parte of th6 road have already 
beeii inundated to a depth of some 
Hthree^eot, and considerable • portions 
of th^.'jfcpi'durpye^Rve beeu afloat 1 
When such has been the case alroadj', 
•1 ifc may be imagined in what condition 
' tho road will be when tbeSpring fro.sh- 
ets shall have sent tho waters several 
feet higher. It would not seem at all 
improbalilo that there shall bo pre- 
sented along the line of tliis "Clrand 
Trunk Eoad" which has run tho coun- 
try so deeply indebt.opportunitics for 
isstiirig some morfc of those patent 
ferry charters in respect of whicli tbo 
present Government have already earn- 
ed such unenviable notority. It ia 
only proper to state here that tho sec- 
tion of tb a road more particularly ad- 
verted to ^vu3 personally inspected and 
accepted by the renowned Chief Com- 
missioner himself. Coming down to 
the lower end of this magniliceut road, 
it has also been wrongly located. The 
spring tides will completely submerge 
it, and there ia every reason to believe 
that the month of July will find no 
.trace of a "Grand Trunk Road" ever 
•■ ■ "having been there. In some parts it 
'has already boon wajihed by old Fr»- 
sers tides. Treating the road general- 
ly, thero is mueii of it constructcHl 
out of such material and in such 

■ "manner as to render it practically 

alinost valueless. We have confined 

■ olxr remarks to tho two points of; niis- 
Ibbation and ill-construction; but it 
were easy to enlarge upon other points 
in order to demon.strato the gonoral in- 
utility of the work— tho little value the 
country receives for the hundred and 
deair knows how many more thousands 
of dollars e.Niponded on it. As a means 

; of distributing revenue in order to 
make friends for liie Crovoriunenl , it 
has no doubt been to some extent si'c- 
cossful. J3ut e ven in this respect, how 
much greater results might have been 
attained by adojiting ^Ir. McCreighl's 
suggestion to divide up tho money 
anio.Mgst those whose fealty it was de- 
fjigued to purcliaso, instead of scpian- 
doriug it upon sham road-making, ail 
tracQ;Of. much of which will disajjiiear 
like- writing in the sand on the .nea 
Bhore. Turning from the Lower Fra- 
ser, let us lake a glance at lioeky 
Point, on the main roadlxitween Caeju! 
Cn^ek and Havana's Ferry. Last Hum- 
juer tho Government Agent was in- 
Btructed to receive tenders for cou- 
«tructing a walling round a 'bluff, the 
road having given way. The contract 

■ ■ wflB accordingly given out, the price 
''"'■bbing one thousand dollars. Acting 

under instructions from tho head of- 
iice tho agent, avIio happened to bo 
jiist about as ignorant respecting sucli 
work as his master, looked /it tho joi)

Tliroo 
weekfj afterwards the walling tumbled 
down, leaving tho road at that point 
inipassablo, and tho work will have to 
1)0 dono de BOVO.- In; April tho 
Chief Comraisaionar sent a surveyor to 

- locate tho site for tho bridge at Quo.s- 
nel mouth. After reaching Ottawa 
the Premier telegraphed to have tou- 
dovH invitiid for the bridge. Thoy 
were iuyjt«d, to be i?i by the 17th Do- ^ 



oember^ Another tolagr4m"i«fiiit--re''^ 

ceived, postponing tho time till well 
on in January, obviously lidding the 
work over for jiossiblo election pur- 
|)OKCH. Meanwhile tho oaglo eye of an 
Engineer in charge of a C. P. R. '6. 
party detected a fatal mistake in tbo 
choice of .location, and made known 
tho f aot'tiafc it was proposed to plant 
tUo bridge in the wrong place. This 
was why Conway Scott resigned. 'Die 
Government have eomrnissioned Mr. 
G. .15. "Wright to proceed to Quescicl 
and select a site fcr tho apocryphal 
l)ridge. The loss, in time and, money, 
resulting from ail'this wo caiinot now 
stop to consider. ' Such are only a few 
instnncos seluetod witli a view to show how 
tho most important of all the ■ Depart- 
ments is conducted. It must not be 
supposed that thoy are solitary or ex- 
ceptional occiirronces. They must 
ratliev bo regarded as si)ccimen'i of 
I'ov,- the Dei.mrt:!ie!i'i is managed; liow 
the pul)lie money is fii[nainlered; bow 
tho people tlionisolvesare humljugged. 
We shall take occasion in a future 
article to quote other instances of gross

Its exports are mainly of. gold, ■which 
wore in 1873 of §1, 035,254; coal making 
up 8180,903, of which there ia an abund- 
ant supply. \Ve holiovo it is a fact that 
tho San Francisco lino of sloamcrs for 
Oriental lauds havo to procure coal from 
British Columbia for their voyages, the 
coal being short in quantity and inferior 
in quality. The trade in lumbor and 
auiiunls and their products is yet in its in- 
fancy, but they novorthole.ss exported 
last year ^=21 1,020 worth of tho former 
aud of the latter §259,292. Agriculture 
seems to bo very much behind us jel; 
mining being hereloforo the chief at- 
traction. As evidence of this wo may 
mention that tho province imported last 
year horspa to the value of S39,585, cattlo 
307,405, and sheep SIG.OIO. They also 
brought in for consnmiition §119,400 
worth of tlour, S200,O4G of wheat, be- 
sides 823,031 of other kinds cf grain. 
With 60 vast a territory, not a littio of 
which is described as good for fanning, 
thero is reason to behove British Cidum- 
bia will aoon.be able to supply all the ani- 
mals and most of the breadstull's which 
its peo])lo require. 

The imports of tho provinco generally 
aro pretty similar to those of other young 
eoinmunities on this continent. Woollens, 
Cottons, and dry goods generally stand 
high in tho list, but prob.ibly tho most 
promineat article* aro what may bo called 
luxuries. Brandy ajipuar.s for Sll.SiO, 
besides -whisky, wines, iV-c.,fi)r over SGO.- 
000 more, cigars stand at S.'j(1, Il;3, and 
tobacco at ?34,007. Their imiiortations 
of clothing wore largo, l>eing $163,469, 
and of boots and shoos $4-1,810, and of 
hats and caps £13,494. 

It will be seen by this brief reforonco 
to tho trade of British Columbia that it ia 
already no insignificant part of tho Do- 
minion, but it is in the fulure that its 
real importance will appear. Its trade 
difTora materially from some of .tho east- 
ern provinces, and not tho least impor- 
tant fealuro of it is that it is likely to bo 
largely carried on with countries in the 
East that wo would othorwiso .scarcely 
over come in contact with. Regular ox- 
changes already lake place with Honolu- 
lu, China. Australia, Chili, Peru, and other 
South Anaerioaa countries, and when the 
resources of the provinco develop its 
Pacific trade ■vN-ill doubtless become largo 
and profitable. When the I'acilic Ihiilway 
is completed it will roquiro regular lines 
of steamships to China, Japan, and Aus- 
tralia, which will become formidable 
compotitors to the linos in operation 
from San Franoisoo. In short, British 
Columbia, although hut compa'rativol^- 
fceblo to-day, has, as a province of Cana- 
da, a bright and impoctant; future before 
it. 

Considering all those eirciimstanoos — 
seeing how important Confederation is, 
alike to British Columbia and the Dom-: 
inion— it is earnestly to be hoped thW' 
the Government of that Province will 
listen to reason, and hotter feeling bo 
speedily established. The cry taken 
aoroaq the Atlantic to tho Colonial Secre- 
tary, Iiord Carnarvon, of ''the bond— tho 
whole bond, and no,^th}ng bnt iho bond," 
is an unreasonable one, ^ay, tapro, it is 
abiturd, as it is simply impossible to 
complete tho whole 2,700 miles of Ihe 
Pacific llailw.ay within the time specified. 

The action of British (Columbia has 
arisen, we believe, partly out of fenrtbat 
Canada might seek to cet rid of 'the ob- 
ligation to construct tho railway altoge- 
ther. We aro not aware of any class (if 
our public men who entertain that virw. 
On the contrary, thero is a strong desire 
on all sides to commoneo and eonijileto 
tho ruil":\-ay as fast as tho tinances of tho 
Dominion ■will allow, or the iiit(-rpstH of 
tho country rexniie, and wo feel contl- 
deuco that, when this is fully understood 
in tho I'acilic Province, the existing poli- 
tical clouds will not only disappear, but 
our fellow-oitixens there will admit that 
tlm Dominion has acted towards them 
with good faith, and oven with liberality .
